The 
wife King WitLiam was hardly feated on the Throne 
betore he projected its Refttaint, and executed his Pro- 
ject, norwithitanding the Difficulties he met with here 
were at leaft equal to thofe which he was oblig’d to fu- 
mount abroad. If he had follow‘d fome warm tho’
